The committee were right to resist the 
temptation of sticking to stirring clarion 
calls and descriptions of Ideal practice— wo 
know from die 1960s that tliese only rail}* 
the haiKiriil of crack troops, not the rank 
and file. Tliey have sensibly focused on the 
reality that any curriculum must be a recon- 
ciliation between umny conflicting interests 
—of parents, children, teachors, employers, 
of die virtues and defects of different teach- 
ing methods and stylos. But they Iiave en- 
tirely failed — upan from tho section on as- 
sessment — to give any pointers as to how 
the conflicts can be r(>:%]yed.

For the past five years, Douglas 
Weir and Dr S. J. Closs, of Edin- 
burgh University, have been moni- 
toring a large random sample of 
Scotuxh schoolchildren for the 
Scottish Council for Research in 
Education. About 2,500 children 
were drawn from 70 secondary 
schoolx in 1970-71, at the age of 
14-1.5, for this project. They were 
tested for ability on a variety of 
measures fsome specially developed 
by the auplied psychology unit at 
Ediiiluirgfi University) and on such 
counts a.s occupational imei'C.sts and 
pei'snnaliry.

College of education students stinTy 
less efficieiuiv tketn their counter- 
parts in medical school or town 
and roumi'y planning courses. They 
are also more lik^ to be anxious, 
lack self-control and suffer L'om 
ideiitiiv and relutionship difficulties, 
none of which makes higher edu- 
cation easy. Couiiscliing— advisable 
for all students with these diffi- 
culties, R. D. Savage, of' Newcastle 
University, concludes — would be 
particularly useful in education 
colleges.

Titis money must 
have saved many u family from 
ilrKtimiion If not near starvation.

emplovnieiit in the district, state 
welfare is not highly developed and 
the World Bank has jiist revealed 
that in Asia without China 415 
million people lit developing coun- 
tries have an Income or less than 
.SO dollars a head o year. The child- 
ren's work experience thus had both 
economic and educational advan- 
tages.

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Sir, — Tt is surely now an urgent 
matter to review the qiie.siion of 
senior teacher positions in our 
schools. Whatever the specific nni- 
ure of the imall prim in our salary 
agreemenis, the iiurodnoion of this 
category was sold to the teaching 
profession as a. way of putting right 
an in,jiistice, of rewarding elderly 
teachers who fulfilled a vital I'Ale 
in school life and who had no pros- 
pect of further promotion before 
retirement. 

The idea has proved to be highly 
unsatisfactory in practice because 
of the lack of real constraints upon 
heads to use their discretion in the 
spirit of the original intention. A 
large and significant minority of 
heads have used the discretion con- 
ceded them by authorities and 
boards of governors to make, these 
appointments an exteii.sion of their 
patronage. Instead of reserving 
these posts for senior members,

Sir, — Returning from holiday I 
stumble upon your headline ” Com- 
mercial bookshops * lousy ’ ” (July 

^8)- . . ,. 

The reported quotation is from 
Mr Peter Kennerley’s address to a 
London meeting of those interested 
in school bookshops. If Mr Ken- 
nerley were living within 50 miks 
of The Red House (my approximate 
customer radius), I would lead him 
by the nose and, possibly lunching 
him beforehand, require him lo 
recant publicly on his knees amid 
my regular Saturday customers. 

But ribaldry aside, the sudden 
universal cry for a bookshop In 
eveby school throughout the land 
is clearly not to be brooked. Rut 
before the crusaders persuade every 
bookseller (and here one must pre- 
sumably. exclude the average and 
lousy who will decline the call 
to erms) to disperse his shop stock 
piecemeal among the surrounding 
schools, could 1 state the following 
criteria for setting up a stock-hold- 
ing bookshop in the school based' on 
my own painful experience: 

The minimum pupil base to support 
a school booKshop would ' be 
about 1,(K)0. Thus we lire talking 


slmost exclusively cbonl the 
larger middle end secondary 
school. 

Viable bookshops may exist in smal- 
ler schools : if they do, it ll 
almost entirely due io the energies 
of the teacher concerned. 

The bookseUer’s role ie lo pfo* 
vide slock. And in this be is 
vulnerable on three connls : capi- 
tal cost, depreciation and pilfer- 
ing, 

In my experience, the sTock^told- 
ing school bookshop fax from hav- 
ing a universal anpHcailon is sev- 
erely limited for the above reasons ) 
and that the most effective method 
of reaching children in ibe schools 
Is by mail order. 

Fullowing the pi<me«T of 

Scholastic I’nbllcalUins, a group of 
10 booksellers now offm* nation- 
wide through the Puffin School 
Book Chib a regular choira sums ‘ 
50 Puffins by this method. 

After only two years, we now 
serve half n million children. Not 
too bad, Mr Kennerley ?

mass of redundant apparatus to 
peer over- the edge to find, perhaps 
to their dismay, that the world did 
not stand still long enough, 

,Oiir youngsters now are being 
given the opportunity to “vote with 
their feet” for not all heads agree 
that science makes sufficient con- 
tribution to education to justify its 
inclusion as a “core” subject in the 
scliool curriculum. Soon it may even 
be difficult adequately to fill out- 
plush new laboratories. 

Professor Bondi is also reported 
to^ have said thaf many people see 
science as “ a cold, factual, in- 
human, impersonal subject ”. Is not 
that just what our pupils are tauglu? 
Who has time to alscuss with tnem 
last night’s Horizon cono-ibution 
when tn» still have yet to master 
Hooke’s Law 7 When perhaps the 
child’s most persistent attitudes are 
being formulated, his concept of 
sciendo has'-niore to-do with Star 
Trek and Captain 'Kirk than Isaac 
Newton and his laws of motion. Is 
it surprising that they come to 
accept tho “ reality ” of science as 
boring and a trivial pretence ? 

The time may have come for the

Reluctant writers 


Sir, — Colin Maclnnes’s “ Bourgeois 
• form foe a bourgeois audience?” 
(August 1) was a perceptive exam- 
ination but seems to have ignored 
two Important points. 

He writes that “ the theatre, 
'films, television and variety , . , 
make a more immediate appeal to 
writers with a working-class back- 
ground V and suggests tnat ” part of 
tlia reluctance to tackle a novel ” 
might be “ less due to invented cul- 
tural prohibitions than to a good 
.dose of phiL’stine sloth”. Mr 
Maciniiea goes on “If so, it docs 
not. seem to me good enough to 
plame the poverty of the English 
working-class novel on all the Iniag- 
. ined obstacles to creating it," 

Unfortunately, he deals with these 
so-called “ imagined obstacles ” with 
a sleight of hand. Working-class 
authors brought up !n areas where 
dialect prevails are faced with the 
inevitable difficulties of com- 
munication if they are to remain true 
to tiieir locality. What is alive and 
rich in an oral tradition easily be- 
rames flat on the printed page, 
difficult for an outsider to under- 
stand. 

The problem of the writer who 
would use a working-class coiiimu- 
mty (particularly an old working- 
class community, where roots go 
deep) for his setting is the problem 
of every writer: the questions of 
form and technique. Soda] realism 
Is indeed dead — who needs it these 
days? .And even if a. new genius 
- wire to, arise who could transform 
the nature of . the workingtciass 
novel, one doubts whether any pub- 
lisher would be sufficiently enter- 
prising - to . give him Hie necessary 
support In all likelihood, his pro- 
duct would be destined for a dusty 
bottom ^ai(rer. Working-class 
wlters do not have the satisfac- 
tion ta % literary agent with a flat 
ill Belgravia. 

Mr MacInnes. is, qf course, quite 
right in Ills ai'giiment that ah author 
has ' to assimilate the group about 
which he will wiice,; but the Irtipli-. 
cation Is that a new dedltietion. to 


dedication is certainly unlikely to 
bring with it recognition, and only 
the most fortunate could even hope 
to have his work brought tn public 
notice. (Some well-known pub- 
lishers are refusing to road the 
inaiuiscripts of uiiknown writers 
these days.) 

There must be countless young 
writers who, having worked on 
novels for several years, would have 
benefited from some .slight en- 
couragement, and W'lio, finding this 
. lacking, have finally given up the 
struggle in favour of a lucrative 
icript'Wi-jtiiig job. llils is not 
philistine sloth ”. Only a handful 
of "greats” have had the demotic 
power to gonible e lifetime on their 
work without having some oiit^de 
support (spirdtual or financial). 

The argument that the novel le ; 
a bourgeois form for bourgeois I 
readers ” can , be countered by 
naming some of those who, 
having written novels and 
either decided they were un- 
MtiSfactory or allowed e pub- 
lisher to decide that for dieih, have 
opted for other media. Harold 
Pinter Is among these, as is the 
Joe Orton. Joe Oirton’s novel. 
Head to Toe, though not “ working- 
class" In 'any genre sense, was not 
published until after his death, even 
though be and Kennedi Halliwdl 
were fortunate enough to make con- 
tact ivitii agents and publishers. 

Pinter end Orton, both with dra- 
nietic experience, . were successful 
in the theatre. How many others, 
taking up. a Job. as a bank clerk or 
self-employed scrap merchant, sim- 
ply gave up . the ghost? If Mr 
MacInnes takes a look at the sad 
life of a West Midland writeri John 
Petty, he m» find more realistic 
reasons why the working-class novel- 
lst_ is not the force he might be.

Mam icc Kogan looks into the ve.xeci question of teacher accountability 


‘I'cuchrr urcounlabiiuy Ls nnw ii key issue. 
Ir p.ii‘liy arises hecniisc resources aiv tiglit. 
hut the lungstaiuHiig (iiicsiiuii is whctlii'r 
professionals cun be free ami yci iiccuiini.ibii- 
to the society which makes tbeir wmk 
pitssihie. 

The stains of professionals anil llieir .nlnliiv 
111 work well du not depend on frecduin froni 
scrutiny. The freest proFcssionul.s are iini- 
vcr&Uy acutiemtes, judges uiid d'icioi'S. 
Academics have ilicir written work reviewed, 
and schokarty reputations -are in the public 
domain. Even the judges wlio are .so imle- 
peudoiu can (uive every word subjc-ric.l lo 
the scrutinies of review uud appeal AlUmnKli 
doctors seem to he (mpurvimis lo outsiiin 
tiTuiiny, they can be sued in Uw ivhen ibyy 
arc iiegligeiii, or disdplined by n siit.mnrily 
b.u'kcd sy.siem when they bohiive improiuMlv. 
1‘hcre are cases, too, nf docinr.s lieing iiuicily 
rumnved from the NatUmul llualilt Scrviie 
If they ore palpably mint for tinlv'. JiMcbeis 
are only nibjcct to any of ibis khul nf • iuiIi'dI 
In cases nf .severe mUcmiduci. and ibis ImiMIv 
ever muches im iiicnmnutCHce. 

The Issues are best ilhiilrali'il liy refeienre 
lu the differeni perceptions of ihe |>iin<»;es 
of cnmprvhonsivc cducuUmt. The first moil'd 
assumes Hint children ought tu be I'lliiiMioil 
logeiher bccauso It will cnliance a sense 
of community, that It is socially iinjnsi and 
dlrlsive that superficial tllffcrenvcs slumld 
be Ucenseil by the schools, niul children Hnis 
lohcllej nr classiried. Knotvlcdge niul experi- 
ence are a unity which all children can 
beneficioJlv share, while developing ilieir 
own individual interests. The second model 
assumes that children are entitled ro get 
what they individually want and , need out 
of the schools, and tlicy and their parents 
have a right to set up the d iu curte menu 
with the teachers. 

These are impurlant issuc.s for parents, hut 
they would find it difficult to know whai 
teachers Intend to provide ju sccnmlnrv edu- 
cation, and linw parents might (|ue<iinii ili.ii 
which they don’t like. This Is -til ib».- mm-e 
difficult if the social cohesion argume-ii lrad< 
to the creation of conimnnity schools, so lUiu 
actual cimtee is limited. 

If inaity teachers are coufideni that une- 
grated studies, non-strenmlng, and oilier 
socially cohesive Forms of activity will give 
every pupil what they need und want, these 
outcomes of a comprehensive systmii have- 
not been annlysed and declared, liow can 
this happen? What Is the psychological and 
moral stance to be expected of teachers in 
this situation ? 

There is a technological basis for regard- 
Ing the teacher as a professional w'itli whom 
die discretion over the promotion of learning 
and tc.'trhing must ultlmncely rest. Good 
(•ducation depends primarily upon limiltive 
artistry built up on refuted experience. 
Teachers have to carry with them stocky of 


knowledge nml of skill, Imt iIivhl- mily 
liecnme .nctlviiiud thrniigh work beiwei-ii Uil'iii 
nml the impil.s. The |iroress is haidly uiial.vs- 
nhlo iiiul barely dc.scribal/le, nml tlien'iii lies 
the itutin difficulty. 

All would be well if we could rnllinv soiiiu 
of (he more niliilistii; aKSuiiuMiiuK uhout 
.•iclioitl, first developed in the 1020s in Ger- 
many and since enrried tliruiigh m the free 
scimnliitg mnvemciil. IF the piiinc finiciimi 
of schoul WHS to slrengilieii iiuliviiliuiU 
Against the cnnmiuniiy or Hie Niute. m stimn- 
hue informi-il criticism and change riiihcr 
rluu coheshm uml soUdariiv. (hole would he 
1 ID re.il difl'icnlHe<i of accuuiualiiliiv. Tim 
i>ccMiinial>ililv would lie, at imist. in Hie 
imlividn.ni child, brunglit up " aiiisiiinlly ” 
wiiliiii ihe frciiiie of referenco rsiahlishnl 
with the leiiciier, niilier than (viihiii a iimre 
teiierHl social fmiiiew-iii-k.

by iheir murker. But making explicit the 
use to which freedom is pm mnkas it possible 
for society in know what it is buying when it 
sanciinitK professionalism. 

Take the way the reaching of nnglUh 
clianged in the 1950s and IDBOs. TL*Bchei< 


maintain that a process nl pupil teacher inter- 
action, in which pupils’ feelings provide a 
surge of energy and creniivity upon which 


good English iv-otk can be based, is the riglii 
process of learning. Structure aiiU impvr- 
suiiaI langnogc cume more easily when tele- 
vance end feeling arc .starting )>oiiiis. These 
educational assumptions reinforce the piofes- 
siuiidl artist rnneept of the icaclicr. hut tlic 
underlying iivtuitions arc not made explicit. 

For example, in this inteiaciion, wIuit are 
the values that the teacher iturodnccs tn the 
process ? They cannot all be pupil-generated 
values. What is the siructure brought in 
by the re-dcher through the spoken word ? No 
competent teacher approatbes a learning 
relntlonship witliout pre-slrnctiirins the likely 
outcomes, fs the pupil's social context the 
only source of lenruing ? If $0. how can 
pupils learn about alternative societice or 
altcniative modes of expression ? At what 
point do their subjective and personal feel- 
iiigs become objective? At wliicIi poitit. 
indeeti, do they eveiLlcnrn the value 0! objec- 
tive language and tnoiight. 

If this type of question v;cre applied lo 
teachers, accountability— as well as better 


pi'iifcssion.il .si.nKliii'ils — wiuiid liccnine ninro 
cerinin. To know ihu tissiiniptinnA nndur- 
ly'ing a tenclirr's inlLTaciiun with cbiUIrL-n 
need not lend in sumo linllow estiiiiatc of 
the child's )>otemia| iiicrease in life coi'iiinius. 
ff touchers aliiiL'd ilio values icading ihuir 
working, ilmso st.iiometiis omiM he rtUUuil 
lu some Ilf (lie more nbvioiis indices of ctlncn-

The values ut work in education me com- 
plex. To state them tor accountiibllUy pur- 
poses tti terms of nitiney, price benefits and 
costs, catches only a feiv of the points. But 
rliere is, as yet, no ulternmivo way which 
demonstrates coinplexity. Work on' this is 
badly needed, not onlv in education but also 
in liealtli, soci.il services and housing. This 
does not dismiss ihc osofiHness of tradi- 
tional methods. Atrenipis at cost benefit 
analysis, or evaluation tnrough, say, veading 
surveys .ifone. are riglidy criticized as licing 
too narrow. But the effect nf sciiooliiig on 
skill competence is not u irivlal issue. 

Reading cninpreherisioti surveys were. 
Indeed, welcomed bv the schoids until uncer- 
tainties about the level of attainment creiu 
in in the late IBEOs. To s-ay that the ques- 
tions asked relate to too nurrow criteria dor< 
not mean that they sliould nr>t be ansivered. 
fhe ratepayer and Ti'eR.stii‘y /ncntality is a 
lugititnate dimension of social concert). 

Given the freedom that lenchers have and 
that a statcnieiu of values doe.s not of itself 
impose constraints on the values being put 
over, the question nf relHiiotiships with 
parents, governing bodies, pupils and the 
local amlioritics becomos urgent. If teachers 


xlmiild bv iicituiniahle for JinerpreHiig social 
CKpcctaii<i)is, how slumld they (UTfoi-ni thtic 
t.isk, itiid wliiir |iti|}pen.s if Hicy full the indi- 
yidtiiil childtcn, nr the cnmimtiiiiies, nr the 
larger sociiny which !>aiictioji.s thuir ivork ? 

Thu coiici'pi nf (he sclinnl ,1s n)t .luinnomous 
gtithuriii)' in which icaclHug is a form nf 
liriyuie wnrslii|> is nut ,1 democrntic conucpi. 
it is iilsii iiii Enefl'icii-ni cnitccpt, .siticc well- 
prmccivd .schuols ore nnlikoly to offer pupils 
the full variciy of L-xperiuiiCL'S tu which they 
uiu uiitiili'd. 

Ill Ihc l;iRi resort, therefore, gnvvi'iiiog uiid 
iit.i(iiiglug bodies and iho local iintltoritius 
must be rcspniisible for ensuring that the 
qiuHiiy of wmk being offered la udeipiate huU 
that (lie coiiivm crunicd liy lonchcrK is, ut a 
iiuiiimutu, rcKpunsive to vvhut the mure 
gunerul Kucicly m'vds.

Hut it is liniu lime the lliniis of ivacherR* 
(lower wci'o bi'MUglu Imn (bo open. For thm 
in luipiieii a few specific Usuur nevd in be 
tackled. For u atnrt, schools ought >0 state 
what cheir cdiivatioiial policies arc. This 
would iiicuti not only a general statement of 
nbjeciIvCK, but more KneciHc detuils nf cur- 
I'jctilum ami inieniiif nrganlrachiii. Tl''e 
siuiemeni would he created ami impleinemed 
by Ibe staff, Iml octivelv discussed and rested 
by governors. 

Second, questions of content and quality 
should be discussable by governors, and 
capable of octlon by local autlioriiies if any- 
thing approacliiiig ncgiigeirce were evident. 
This is now pos.sible in virtually every other 
social service area ; education, like health, 
has got oF£ liahtlv in terms of the powers of 
the different kinds nf Ombudsmen. 

Finnlly, it should he possible to ouen up the 
whole n'liestioii of tenure and probation fnr 
teaclicrs in scltools, polytechnics and universi- 
ties. while hiifeRuarding ie.ichers up to the 
hilt against oppressive or prejudiced manage- 
ment. 

No advocate cf lifelong tenure li.is yet 
shown how ihe (Uiblic can briMU to avcoimt 
die idle or negligent teacher. Failure to pro- 
mote leaves such teachei'S doing damage in 
rhe classroom. Reducing tenure to Five or 
seven-year contrncts, to be renewable exreoC 
where work was prmr. would not h.irni the 
vast m.'ijoi'irv. And it would make for stronger 
Accoiimabiliiy.

Mr. Read'.s book provides n narm- 
tivc account nf the Mourish oCLupa- 
lion nf the Iberian Fcninsnlu from 
the first invasions during the early 
elgltrli century until tlie final ex- 
indbiun, or conversion, nf all imis- 
iims by the end of tlie sixieenili. 
The work is intumlcd for the "visi- 
tor nr armchair traveller"; and 
certainly it offers little of inier- 
est tu even the amuLetir historian. 

The author is, hv his own coiifes- 
siflii, a disciple of Americo Ciislio 
whose tendentious views on Iber- 
ian history liavc bedevilled Spani.sh 
hisini'iogi'nphy for the lost quarter 
comuiy. Knowing this, the reader 
is Forewarned to treat any of the 
judgments in this book with sumc 
caution. Mr Read, however, avoids 
the worst emii'5 of the Castro 
i approach by adhering fairly closely 
I to the events which he is cuta- 
. logiilng. 


Most of his infonmuion comes 
from secondarv sources w'liich, tu 
judge by the bibliography, appear 
to be well chosen and most of what 
he has to say is accurate-, alihotiith 
snmciimes tiie render is left wouder- 
ing about the author's umlerstatui- 
ing of his facts. Wliy, for instance, 
should he suggest that Isabel 
Castile had the Cid’s fanmu.*i 
jeivelled belt "broken up (u help 
meet tliu exjiciisus of tlic 
Reconqiiest " wlic-n tlie Uvcdiiquesl 
had liueii over fur at least n ceti- 
tnry? And whnl make.s him think 
that tlie squiiicb, n cnnuiiun uiciii- 
lecLiiral fealurc in tlie east long 
before it was employed In F.itropc*, 
originated in Curdnha ? lie i.s also 
liHt'dly to be trusted with detaiis 
of Spanish history— such a.s the lifu 
of the Ciil — which have become the 
subject of pious myth. Tie nccu]iis 
the oath of Santa Gudea fa pit*ce 
of Castilian excu]]!alory prupa- 
gnndaj as faclniil and Itail's the Cid, 
logclhcr with Alfonso VI, as niic 
of " the great arcliilccis «>f the 


Recunquest " whereas. In fact, I 
long term effect of the Cid’s explt 
wsis nugatory.

general education must have appro- ' 
priate rigour and coherence : , the 
whole school system cannot be 
arranged to supply second fhances.

Fei-h«ps 
ihb Strongest reservation on our 
ability - to . attenuate status struc- 
tures is given by Reuchlin when he 
sprites abuiic "tile discipline 
required to, obtain, knowledge." and 
BOys that few individuals are "able 
ami willing to make the nece.tsary 
effort’* to qualify for specialized 
positions. Ono can see, then, how 
controversies about "heredity and 
.environment" are related (o.propn- 
aals for restructuring occupations 
and lo oiir as. yet rather fumbling 
'efforts ui coipe. to .terms with the 


noiioii -of "a culture of disadvan- 
lage". 

Much of the deficiency of ihe.<e 
essay's lies In the' authors' penchant 
for roifying conceptual abstrac- 
tions. A useful futurology must im- 
itate the restraint on whimsicality 
that is embodied in historical parti- 
cularity and it must seek to portray 
.institutional configurations, not 
isqlated "trends”. But most of 
these .essays cannot work even a 
quarter century ahead in terms of 
identifiable processes that charac- 
terize the society around us. Vague 
comments about “ cultural (iis- 
advantage", for example, ace. scat- 
tered tlnoughmit these volumes, 
but only Reuchlin (1.2) niul the 
Seuvy team (1.3) show that they 
appreciate tli6 complexity of poli- 
cies designed to offer " compensa- 
tory " education. At several bointa 
the " cultural ” aspects nf family life 
aj*e aL'kiiowIbdged to be more in- 
fluential than a family's income, 
hur only hi the two volumes just 
cited is this awareness actually 
used in the analysis. Ropeatedlv 
authors convert "social status 
into the reified " social class ” d^ith 
only an occasional hint that varia- 
lion within so-called " classes " is 
large. Reuchlin is alone in raising 
doubts about the efficacy of " pos- 
itive discrimination". The shorifall 
ill “real*' opportunity accompany- 
ing formal equality of “access" to 
hit|her schools is stressed at several 
points, but only -Reiichliit explicitly 
warns that ' this' discrepancy offers 
only : .wedk support - for policy. 
.Titiilyi m.uch Qt "the dialogue” 
about the future of education- 
remains iyricerk' Careless use, of 


concepts Is as much to blame as is 
gullibility about " striiciiiinl 
change” in society for the mis- 
iniiied note of "now are better 
days to come 


" Western .societies which at 
being mobile and egalitarian see 
that in reality titey are subject tp 
strictly detcrnunistic processes 
which in each generation tend to 
petrify social structures” (1.3, 
p 66). It is difficuTt to be 
patient with men who write so 
irrespon.sibly; no cumiuirison i.s 
eyen^suggestied with other, societies 
or with eat‘iier''^enerations in west- 
ern history; no hint is given as to 
whether- social chango has acce- 
lerated' or diminished in various 
segments of societal staueture; no 
casual' allusion' is made to a sub- 
stantial" - litdrature on social 
mobility.' Once more commendation 
must be given to the Sauvy team 
(in part) bnd to Reuchlin for a 
suitably balanced treatment. 

Clearly opportimities for eduen- 
liun are widening or "looseniim 
up ”, though at uueqiial rates m 
different societies.

All educatimiHl visit to Spain oiiglic 
to comprise more titan a coach tour 
to Barcelona, surtlcs to die beach, 
swiimming puol and bull-figlic and 
hesitant attempts at Spanish 
crushed by answci'i In good Eng- 
lish. Inspired by reports of study 
visits to Spain in Vida Hispanica, 
Journal of the Association of tea- 
chers of Spanish and Portuguese, 1 
began to plan a more rewarding 
visk ohan that made tbo previous 
year with 40 pupils and four staff, 

Any educational benefJt to be 
derived from a visit abroad would 
be, die result of preparation and 
(ollow-up In rhe classroom, as well 
as work done during the visit. There- 
fore the trip should take place In 
ternixDLnie. After coiiaiiltlng with the 
reo(x>r of the schoo-1 this was 
arranged, and the first week In June 
(after tlie Scoitiiih Certificate of 
Education cxaminntioiis) was 
selected. 1 also decided that seven 
OX' eight was the lUiixiniuni iinmbur 
oi children nhci-t one member uf 
fttafi could rcnsoiiably manage. 

We used the cheapest package 
avallnble, ensuring that die resort 
we dibse (Calcll.'i, population 7,000) 
viros not cmirdy given over to 
tourism, hm lia<l somo other Indus- 
try and -tliereforc a ivider variety of 
eniploymoiu and liitcresis. We 
wotdd disc be near Bnrreloua. It so 
liappene that Cnlolla was the resort 
where I I'oh I li.u1 wasted limn mt 
a convtiiHioiial school visit the .venr 
before. But whli smaller minihors, 
more clearly defined (ibjectlvcs and 
adequate prcp.vtasions, I was sure 
we would sichievo more than on 
that occasion. 

Our aims were to listen to as much 
everyday Spanish as possible front 
the widest variety of people, to 
achieve a greater degree of fluency, 
and to make a geographical end 
social study of the town as v/ell as 
the more usual visits to places of 
interest. 

During weekly lunchlioiir prepara- 
tion meetings from January to May 
we devised a set of questions and 
the group of seven girls took cas- 
sette recorders and practised inter- 
viewing techniques on the locals in 
town. They began to learn not to 
punctuate each question with 
giggles, as well as how to operate 
the microphone and controls. We 
also studied the geography of Cata- 
lonia ail'd specialized vocabulary. 

Interviews werp prepared in 
Spanish covering different people — 
teenagers, shop-workers, hotel staff,

old folk, liusliicssmen, etc. A bouklut 
written in Spanish was produced fur 
the girls, giving depniture dates, 
progi-amme of work, notes on food 
and dress and a sliort vocabulary. 
There was more interview practice, 
this time 111 the classroom, in 
Spanish, and here the girls began 
to learn how to ad lib an answer 
and supply additional questions 
wiiere necessary. 

Only one major complication 
arose: the fuel crisis. This with a 
currency surcliarge put'up tlie cost 
and at one point it seemed that the 
wliolo trip would have to be can- 
celled. However, the good offices 
or the Rector in reiJrebeiiiatioiis to 
the l.e.H. biought a generous grant 
far in excess of the surcharge. 

We left Abbotsincli, Glasgow, on 
May 31, arriving at Calella at luncii- 
time, and spent the rest of the day 
ill orientation and planning. The 
next day, niarket day, ivo took our 
cassette recorders nnd, working in 
twos and threes, approached likely 
looking individuals and began tlio 
series tif questions— Do you live 
near here? VVliat sort of job do 
you hiivo? Do you like it? Could 
you toll me a littlo about your 
family, pleaso?, lntoie.sts ?, W- 
iiru ?, navel ? 

Ke.siiniiso was good, nnd. alilioiigh 
suuio ot the old people wrro u liino 
suspicioii.s of tho lape-u-cordor, 
many put on a great peifonuniioe. 
Simio sang sungs, one man gr.ibbed 
lliu interview sheet nnd seeing It 
w-ij cmmecied with scliool work, 
began cunjiigiiting a verb, Anoilier 
iii.ni, whuiu I interviewed, lalked for 
iibniit tliico qnnriers of an lionr on 
every tuidc niulcr the sun. 

^ The girls were r little worrloil 
that tlicy would bo confu.sed by 
C'ataluii, tile regional language; in 
church we understood pructically 
notiiiiig of Mass which was said in 
thuc liuigiiage. However, nearly 
evcryoiio Is bilingual and fortiinu- 
tcly one's questions are usually 
answciej in the langiiege in which 
tiiey are put. There was only one 
bad iiioment when one girl thought 
It would bo interesting to interv^w 
a policeman. It was ; more so than 
she tliougiit. He marched her off 
to the local police station, examined 
the recorder and Interview sheets 
and told her that interviewing was 
not allowed. She said little but kept 
well clear of policemen from then 
on. Two girls who had just begun 
to learn Spanish spent a lot of tima 
making a large plan of the town. 
Every day, as well as interviewing, 
there was a reporting session hi 
which we discussed what we'd been 
doing, listened to interviews and 
wrote reports. 

The week we chosa-was the local 
spring festival, including a sports 
day, chess competition, art exbibl 
tion, processions, flsherfolk's cele- 
brations and “sardanas”, the 
regional dance of Catalonia and the 




maps ; each girl also bad a special 
project tu work on during the re- 
meinlng weeks of term and the holi- 
days. Tapes, too, had to be edited. 
This was a long, laborious task made 
more difficult by the fact that, wlcli 
much stopping and starting neces- 
sary for the interviews, loops and 
folds had occurred in the tapes. 
Some interviews and one whole tape 
had to be scapped. Obviously the 
better the equipment and the greater 
tlie experience tho better the results. 

But at rite end of the day, instead 
of a mere sun tan and dim memo- 
ries of inoiiumeitts and museums, we 
had seen a lot and learnt a lot} 
talked with many different people, 
improving our comprehension aud 
fluency in Spanish. We also had 
photographs and reports and the 
tapes, which will provide us and 
other pupils with many more les- 
sons In comprehension, transcriptloo 
and translation.

Who can expliilii the ni.vsiei'lous 
aiii'aciion iho clmlk downs of Eng- 
Ihitd. ami more espei'ially ilie Souih 
Downs, hold for so iiiaiij' I'eople ? 
Familiarity breeds affeciioii raiher 
than contempt with many Lon- 
doners, like myself, wlm grew up 
(hiring the early postwar years when 
holidays were restricted fiHiancially 
10 a BO-mile radius, which meant 
git'garloue Southend, the fhaiict 
coast or Sussex. We usually chose 
Sussex, end speiu many u sunlit 
tiny wRiking along the downs crest 
when moat of our coiiieniporaries 
wL'ie doing the sensible thing wich 
huckeis niul spndes on the beaclies. 

One should not bcHulo the 
downs. For leucheis and schools in 
the ciuwiied south-eHst, they are a 
liandy and eccfssible snurco of edii* 
CHiiontil material and also an Ideal 
place for limbering up for (hat 
walking holidiiy in the Austrian 
Tyrol you have always promised 
yourself. 

There Is a clearly defined and 
wclhslgiipostud truck, the South 
Downs Way, wliich can be followed 
iu cither direetton, east-we}<( or vice 
vvr.s!i, from Heachy Head to the 
less dcsirly defined wo«torn extre- 
inity nruiind Old Wiitclieslt*r liill 
in Httmpshirf. This track probuhly 
dates from the later Stone Age, nr 
perhaps the Broii/e Age, being lirsi 
(he I'iuue trod by (inkers or iiinor- 
ant inrinco's looking for ihc grovner 
pasture just over the lilll. 

I With the exception of the few 
occasions when it is necessary to 
descend into the gaps cut by rivers 
seeking the sen, one can walk the 
length oi the cminty of l^iissex. 
scenicallv vastly uiiuier-ruted, and 
well into Hampshire just for the 
exercise, or as the havis of a pro- 

S ranime of field studies. It can be 
one comfortably in a week or 10 
days; fester <if you are in a huri'y. 
The groat advantage to the faiiiit- 
hearted Is that this wailk le more 
r«assur4ng than a trek up the Pen- 
nine chain or across Darinionc, If 
the weather turns really na>sty (it 
rarely does in Sussex) ihere is the 
comffN'tHsg thought that down there 
on one's left is un unbroken line of 
hotels »nd guest houses from New- 
haven to Porrsmouih: execrable 
urbesi sprawl, perhaps, .nut a useful 
stand-by. 

There are many ways of planning 
a week or two on rbe downs. Des-

‘},Tie CHIVE visit to Russia, fur 
example, HCliiaily invulved a group 
composed uf 14 deaf, 10 able-hridicd 
and two physicall.v hoAdicapped, 
youngsieis ; there can have been no 
shoriuge of hefty persons 10 lend a 
helping hand. 

" Ideally ", Mixx Rees says. " both 
committees sliould be seif-desiruc- 
tlve. If they, arc siicces.sfiil there 
wiH Cease to be a need fni them, 
ff the noniial yoiilli clubs and youth 
exchanges that are taking place just 
look one handictippucl person, ihe 
need for CHIVE and DIVE would 
vanish." 

'I'he comniiilce recognize that it
